llumlioldt unless and until alter the 
chimneys havefieen carefully examined 
by an inspector duly appointed by the 
properly constilnteil local authorities of 
the liistrict and a permit has been 
granteii by action of such local author¬ 
ities. all insurance thereon shall at once 
cease cii'l the policies stand cancelled 
as the result of such increase of hazard, 
as provided in the contract i>f insnr- 
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Xtmilier .'0.
